Greetings to All, 


Hammerlund manuals cover alignment of their receivers fairly well. The 
process is straight forward except for one area--the oscillator coil 
alignment. If you follow the book procedure you will either give up or 
end up thinking that dial accuracy is inherently awful. 


In most instances there are two separate slug tuned coils in each can. 

That means the dial accuracy for two bands is set from one can. The 

slugs are both accessed from one hole in the top of the cans. This 
requires the usual plastic hex alignment tool (available from Radio 

Shack or any electronic supplier) with a tapered handle smaller than the 
hex end adjustment area. The adjustment tool is inserted through the 
hole in the top of the can and will quickly slide into the top slug (do 
not push it down as far as it will go) After adjustment of the top coil 


is completed, simply push the adjustment tool through the top slug into 
the bottom slug. Slight rotation of the adjustment tool may be required 
in this process because the top and bottom slugs will seldom be aligned 
exactly together. The small shaft on the adjustment tool allows the 
bottom slug to be adjusted without rotating the top slug. You will feel 
the hex end of the adjustment tool slip into the bottom slug. 


In the book's step by step alignment instructions, Hammerlund usually 
suggests adjusting the top coil first, then the bottom. The problem 
with this is that the slug adjustments are very critical and relate 
directly to dial accuracy. Typically you will spend a lot of time to 
precisely align the top oscillator coil. Then, you slide the adjustment 
tool into the bottom slug and spend several more minutes precisely 
setting that band. More times than not, the two hex slugs do not end 
up in alignment with each other requiring a rotation of the adjustment 
tool when you remove it form the bottom slug and attempt to pull it out 
through the top slug (another band). This usually moves the adjustment 
of the top slug and destroys the dial accuracy of the other band that 
you just precisely set. What a mess. Try this on the HQ-180 and you 
will find that you have probably moved the top slug band more than a 
hundred Khz. 


The solution is very easy. Carefully look through the oscillator 
alignment section of the manual and note the suggested sequence of 
alignment. Pay attention to which two bands are in which cans. If the 
book suggests aligning the top coil first, I suggest that you change the 
order and adjust the bottom slug first. That way you will not affect 
the adjustment of the top coil, as it will be aligned last. 


This same principle apply to the other twin slug cans. However, the 
adjustment of the other cans is not nearly as critical as the oscillator 
adjustment and will not affect dial calibration.

Hammarologists: 


Thanks to everyone who provide advice on the RF alignment of my HQ-100. 

With your words of wisdom I was able to successfully handle the dreaded "two 
slug adjust from the top" RF cans. Hammarlund's manual writers didn't make 
the alignment any easier, but (as always) the BA list saved the day. 


Almost all of my IF and RF cans were "unfrozen" and could be peaked. Only 
the RF can that covers 4 - 10 mhz in the front end's grid circuit is 

stuck. (This no doubt accounts for the lack of sensitivity on 40 that I had 
noticed.) This can is now undergoing the controversial "WD-40 therapy". (I 


figured I had little to lose since it was already inoperative. ) 


Looking ahead to that sad day when I conclude that this can will not become 
"unstuck" (or when the WD-40 melts the can's plastic), does anyone out there 
have a junker Hammarlund with an adjustable "Antenna Transformer Assembly, 
Band 3, K-38814-1" ? 


I could also use the antenna compensator variable cap 34454-G11. 


I think I'm finally getting this receiver to the point where its about as 
good as its gonna get. I'm not sure it will be of much use on the ham 
bands. It is really wide and (advertisements notwithstanding) the Q 
multiplier doesn't seem to narrow it down much. 

There is some mechanical instability (freq jumps when I hit the table). I 
figure it might be useful for AM on 160, 75 and (I hope!) 40, and maybe for 
some casual CW contacts on those bands, but otherwise it will be most useful 
as an SWL radio. BBC sounds REAL good on this old radio. What do you all 
think about the HQ-100. Am I missing something?

Picked up one of these at the DeVry swap today, so I can assess the 
various BA stuff that sometimes glows without power applied. :-) This 
one came off USS CONSTELLATION (CV-64) according to the markings and 
paperwork. Only one problem: no manual! Is anyone familiar with (or 
have a manual for) this beast? 


Ranges are 5000/500/50/5 mR/hr, with a cute sliding metal piece on the 
bottom that shields/exposes the detector (I assume). Last calibrated 
in Jan '96, and accompanied by a 5 microCurie Cesium 137 (Beta/Gamma) 
standard test source. I'm wondering about that black plastic slip-on 
sheet that also fits the bottom of the unit, as it slides on the 
outside of the rails that the metal sheet slides in. Could this be an 
alpha particle shield? 


Worst source so far is the Wireless Set No. 62, showing 2.5 mR/hr at 
essentially zero distance from some of the dial knobs. The RBS knobs 
were at about 0.4 mR/hr. Strangely enough, the 0A2's didn't appear to 
even twitch the meter (sure hope they'll still work). The meters on 


the R-389 and the R-390A's were also quiet (yippee!). All in all, 
better than I'd expected. (At zero distance, the test source will pin 
the meter on the 0-5 mR/hr scale.)

Dave: This mod is fairly time consuming and both labor intensive, parts 
scrounging and a very good knowledge of the basic design of the xcvr. I'm 
not trying to put you down but it is not an easy trip to take. The results 
however, are worth the trouble. The first step is to remove the relays and 
the sockets, but carefully marking all the wires as to their function. They 
used color coded wire in the harness and this helps. 

Make a written list of where each wire went and by using the schematic, 
describe its function. I used for replacement small dpdt reed relays with 
coil sensitivities and resistances similar to the origonal relays. I also 
found some Teledyne TO-5 size dpdt with wire leads (look just like 
transistors) these were also used. Now the difficult part. You must 
completely remove the final amp cage to get to the antenna changeover relay 
and its socket. This was also replaced with a larger sized reed type relay 
with heavier contacts. Then reasemble the cage. all the relay coils are 
wired in series and are wired into the vox tube circuit, a 6U8 as I 
remember. Finally you have to make the 285 volt switch. This was made upon 
a small piece of printed circuit board. This solid state switch is keyed by 
one of the small reeds or Teledyne types. At this point if you still want to 
go ahead with the project, let me know and I will send more detailed into to 
you. Think it over before starting, its a long and tedious project.

I am still debating what to do about the front panel on my AMR-101 
receiver. There have been holes added to it and it is bent/slightly 
bulged near one corner and where the rack mount holes are, someone 
hacksawed them open to the edge on one side. 


I am leaning towards making a new panel, especially since it is a 
standard 19 inch rack size. One thing to consider is that all the 
control functions are engraved in the panel. 


The original crystal filter is missing and since this is a pretty rare 
receiver (so I'm told), chances of finding a replacement are slim to none. 
I have built and installed a Q multiplier in its place that works like 

a charm (easily reversible mod). But at least there are functional 
controls that actually do something in the original three empty holes.

1. The side and back panels need refinishing. I think they were originally 
finished with some kind of anodising process. Has anyone out there tried 
refinishing these items? 


2. This one has no mechanical filters. I did hear of a project at some 
time to replace these with cheaper ceramic filters. Does anyone know 
anything about this. 


3. I know there have been mods to include a Product Detector for better 
reception of SSB. Would appreciate hearing from anyone who has done this. 


4. There have been a number of ideas to improve the audio output. I know 
the purists maintain the audio is OK and it probably is for the original 
mission but I would like something better like the great audio from the 
older Hallicrafters for example. If anyone has done this or has any ideas I 
would like to hear from them. 


5. Has anyone thought anything about replacing the Veeder counter with an 
electronic counter?

Anyway, this counter is switchable to show XX.XX Mc or XXX.X kc 
(I used the kc function...not sure who'd want to show Mc) 

in big red LEDs. You have to program the counter to count up, and 
subtract 355.0 (Drake IF is 5.645 Mc I think) and to do that: 


Dip S4: 1, 2, 7, and 9 ON, rest OFF 
Dip S3: 1, 3, 5, and 6 ON, rest OFF 


I used a phono-Y adapter in the back of the unit and coupled it inline 
with the INJ connections of both the transmitter and receiver. So far, 


no ill effects, and it seems to work fine on 80-10m (I don't have a 
160m rock handy). The counter doesn't even seem to generate any hash 
in the receiver! Time, and use, will tell -- but I do want to make up 
a set of short, proper injection cables. 


I know of one person who removed the dials on his Drake and put the 
S+S counter inside the rig! 


Overall, the Drakes have wonderfully accurate dials but having a 
digital dial on the B-line is kinda neat. I'll probably move it to the 
NC-183 eventually because that big, general coverage boatanchor needs 
digital display more than the lil' Drake does.

I'm considering buying a T1368 transmitter. A very nice review of this unit 
is done in Electric Radio Magazine #69. The article mentions that the 6000 
driver tube is hard to find. A ready replacement 25AV5 ($7.50) will last 
"for at least 6 months" but has limited life due to smaller plate 
dissipation rating. 

The author, Randy Best, also notes that "the 6146 is an optimal candidate 
for replacement, however, 

the required socket changes are located in an extremely tight space." He 
doesn't mention if the 6146 substitution requires any other mods other than 
the tube socket. My collection of ARRL HB's don't seem to list specs on 
the 6000 or 25AV5 tubes to allow comparison to the 6146 (eg. is the 6146 
electrically equivalent to the 6000?) The article also mentions many audio 
modifications and well as refering to ER#53. So I was wondering what 
recommendations, stories or suggestions list members might have to offer on 
this transmitter and it's service and modification. And even though I 
realize this is mostly a matter between buyer and seller, does anyone have 
Opinions on what is a reasonable price
